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CHANGES IN LOCAL GOVERNMENT 


THE Government’s proposals with regard to the structure of local govern- 

ment in England and Wales (as embodied in the White Paper published 
last week and abstracted elsewhere in this issue) are a sensible and constructive 
approach to a difficult problem. There are to be no sudden and drastic changes, 
and such improvements as are required will take place within the general 
structure now existing. This approach may not please those who have called 
for more sweeping changes, but the Government is surely right in deciding to 
retain the traditional and well-tried pattern. In the words of the White Paper: 
** A fundamental alteration of the existing structure could be justified only if it 
had been shown incapable of meeting present-day needs. That is not the situa- 
tion... There is, therefore, no convincing case fer re-shaping the existing 
form of local government in England and Wales. What is needed is to over- 
haul it and to make such improvements as are necessary to bring it up to date.” 


There is advantage, too, in retaining a system which is so closely associated 
with local loyalties. The White Paper rightly stresses these loyalties as a source 
of strength to local government, but perhaps under-estimates them in suggesting 
that they have grown up around the present system of local government. These 
local loyalties are often deeply embedded in English history and character, 
and it is no mere sentimentality to insist that local government should be linked 
as Closely as possible to them. 


The White Paper is concerned with questions of structure. The very import- 
ant question of local government finance is being considered separately, and 
the Government’s conclusions will be announced in due course. The possible 
redistribution of certain functions as between county councils and district 
councils is also being considered separately. As regards structure, the Govern- 
ment’s main proposal is to set up two Local Government Commissions, one 
each for England and Wales, to make recommendations to the Minister with 
regard to the creation and extension of county boroughs, any necessary altera- 
tions in county boundaries, and the organisation of local government in the 
conurbations. One other important proposal is that there should be a further 
substantial reduction in the number of small county districts; outside the 
conurbations, the county councils are to continue to be responsible for reviewing 
the areas and boundaries of county districts, but the White Paper says that it is 
essential that all county councils should tackle this task with determination. 


How is all this likely to affect the building industry? In the first place, of 
course, the main controls to which the industry is now subject—by-laws and 
planning—are administered by’ local government. By-laws are everywhere 
administered at borough and district level. Planning controls are primarily the 
responsibility of county authorities, but may be delegated to district level. 
The industry’s needs are for prompt and sensible decisions, and—whilst final 
responsibility must remain with the elected committees—much depends on 
having officials of the right calibre. An amalgamation of smaller districts 
should make it easier to recruit the right men to these places. At the same 
time, county councils may be more willing to delegate their town planning 
functions to district councils of adequate size; this again should be helpful to 
the industry. 


The proposed reforms are also of interest to the industry in that local authori- 
ties have become and are likely to remain large-scale building developers. 
The industry’s main need in this connection is that, in their capacity as clients 
of the industry, local authorities should understand and be sympathetic to the 
needs of the industry. Compared with other classes of building employers, 
local authorities have not a particularly favourable record. The proposed 
changes in the structure of local government are not likely to make any immedi- 
ate difference in this connection, but the industry will naturally welcome any 
changes which enhance the status and improve the efficiency of local government 
as a whole. 
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Notes of the Week 


IoB as Factor in Education 


"THE change of President of the Insti- 

tute of Builders marks the end of 
the first stage in the renaissance of a 
body which, old as it is, has in all prob- 
ability its fullest contribution to the art 
and science of building yet to come. The 
task of rebuilding the Institute on broader 
foundations, begun two years ago under 
the Presidency of Mr. Leslie Wallis, has 
made an excellent start. The council is 
drawing up a_ modified Licentiate 
Diploma examination which will be 
offered next year; it is engaged also in 
examining a number of courses relating 
to building, particularly those of uni- 
versity degree status, so that graduates 
may be advised as to the additional 
studies considered necessary for the 
Licentiate Diploma examination. And, 
finally, the Institute has played a leading 
part in setting up the Board of Building 
Education which has so large a part to 
play in evolving a clear pattern of edu- 
cation and training for management, and 
in recruiting to the ranks of the industry 
the best type of young man from the 
schools and universities. 


The building industry and the Insti- 
tute itself owe much to Mr. Wallis for 
his tireless and far-sighted leadership over 
the past two years. His particular con- 
tribution has lain in the direction of lead- 
ing the Institute outside its ivory tower, 
and bringing it into the forefront of 
current thought and progress. To Mr. 
Wallis and those others, not all now 
within the Institute’s council, who have 
laboured to bring about this necessary 
change, the building industry is indeed 
grateful. Those who like showing grati- 
tude in tangible form can perhaps best do 
so in support of the new President, Mr. 
H. S. Oddie, by encouraging their young 
executives to sit for the Institute’s exami- 
nations and themselves by seeking special 
case membership of the Institute. In the 
work ahead the practical and effective 
assistance of every skilled master builder 
is wanted. 


Our Planning Praised 


SoME sixty French men and women, 
who have been attending the seventh con- 
gress organised by the Franco-British 
Society have just returned to France. The 
architects and others in the party have 
spoken with some frankness to their 
fellow countrymen over French neglect 
of modern town planning. They were 
taken along the coast from Exeter through 
Teignmouth and around Torbay. Particu- 
jarly they were struck by the lack of 
ribbon development along the coastline 
of South Devon, as compared with the 
almost continuous building of villas and 
houses along the French Riviera between 
‘Cannes and Nice, and then extended 
through Monte Cario to Mentone. The 
French visitors, impressed by the beauty 
of the coastline around Torbay, com- 
mented upon this lack of ribbon develop- 
ment and some declared that this was 
where Torbay scored over the French 
Riviera. 


Catholic Cathedral Renovations 


ON JUNE 28, 1856, the foundation stone 
of the new Catholic Cathedral of St. 
Mary and St. Boniface, Plymouth, was 
laid by Bishop Vaughan and work com- 
menced upon the building to the design 
of Joseph Aloysius Hansom, the archi- 
tect, founder and Editor of The Builder, 
and inventor of the Hansom cab. Five 
months later began a series of struc- 
tural mishaps commencing with failure of 
some of the main arches and pillars of 
the nave, followed later by the collapse 
of the south clerestory and nave roof 
and later again the transept and sanctuary 
roofs. A year after the laying of the 
foundation stone only the outer walls 
remained standing. 


Undaunted by these calamities rebuild- 
ing was commenced at once, this time 
with greater success, the Cathedral being 
opened in time for the feast of the 
Annunciation, 1858. 


With a view to forthcoming centenary 
celebrations, Bishop  Restieux, of 
Plymouth, has commenced internal 
repairs and renovations designed to make 
good the ravages of time, war damage 
and misapplied decoration and to give to 
the interior, perhaps for the first time, a 
dignity and simplicity more suitable to 
the scale and lines of the building. The 
architect for the renovations is Mr. Hugh 
Bankart, FRIBA.

Saver of Daylight and Builder of 
Homes

yo the vast majority the name of 

William Willett, if it means anything at 
al, suggests putting the clock back or for- 
w rds. Only a minority, and those mostly 
Londoners, will link it with Sloane- 
sc iare and the building trade. Yet build- 
jn: was the field in which the life-work 
o the Willetts lay. 

Chere were, of course, two Willetts, but 
th> son is by far the more famous and, 
w h the centenary of his birth on 
A gust 10, his achievements merit some 
c. 1sideration from us to-day. 

[he history of this noted building firm 
45 its origin in the Marylebone-road 
a ere, in 1868, William Willett, senior, 
1 ded as a marble mason. The failure 
o a concern engaged upon erecting 

ises at Belsize-park, to which Willett 
w s under sub-contract, was the immedi- 
al cause of the marble mason’s decision 
to carry on where his employer had been 
0! iged to leave off. So Willett stepped 
in finished off the houses himself and, 
b: so doing, created the business that has 
fl urished ever since. 

William Willett, junior, was born at 
Farnham on August 10, 1856, and re- 
ce ved his education at Marylebone 
G:ammar School. He was a bright lad 
in whom dreams of a new era in housing 
design seem to have mixed well with an 
inherited flair for organisation. Con- 
scientious and thorough in all he 
attempted, he would not enter his father’s 
business until he had acquired a firm 
grounding in the conduct of trade. This 
precaution was to pay handsome divi- 
dends, for no sooner was Willett senior 
able to add “and Son” to his billheads 
than his reputation for high-class work- 
manship began to mount to its peak. 


Enthusiasm for Good Design 


A sure recipe for success was young 
Willett’s enthusiasm for better designed 
houses; an enthusiasm shared by a large 
number of people who were sick of the 
inconveniences of Victorian homes, and 
longed for something more imaginative. 

Soon “ Willett-built ’’ houses were the 
talk of the town. Instead of the bleak 
stucco-fronted residences that had served 
London for so long, the Willetts intro- 
duced colour and warmth by the judicious 
use of Portland stone, best quality brick- 
work and effective tile-work. _Indi- 
viduality was attained by varying the 
elevation, and in paying due attention to 
Setting, so that between house and back- 
ground a fusion was achieved. The 
Willetts never made the mistake of 
Sacrificing interior comfort to external 
design. The two elements were blended 
int> a whole so satisfying that the lucky 
owner of a Willett house inhabited a 
dil erent world from his less fortunate 
ne zhbour in the old stuccoed job. 

wo important features of these homes 
wee their accent on light and the well- 
cc ceived ground plan on which most of 
th n were built. The Willetts were keen 
to :void unnecessary stairs, and also saw 





to it that every room in their houses 
had ample window space. They were 
wise enough to entrust the design of their 
houses to architects and to co-operate 
with them. Famed for the quality of their 
craftsmanship, the new houses were in 
constant demand over a period of some 
20 years, 

An estate of red-brick houses, designed 
on Garden City lines, was created by the 
Willetts around Avenue-road, Elsworthy- 
road and Wadham-gardens, Hampstead. 
The so-called “ Millionaires’ Row,” off 
Kensington High-street, is another ex- 
ample of their work. But perhaps their 
chief renown stems from the Cadogan 
estate, Sloane-square, which was trans- 
formed by them from a maze of mean 
houses and alleys into the fashionable 
neighbourhood of spacious streets and 
noble mansions we know to-day. Willett 
House, the corner block of offices facing 
Sloane-square _ station, is another 
memorial to the enterprise of these two 
remarkable men. Their activities also 
extended to Chislehurst and Hove. 

Conditions in the building trade were 
naturally very different from those pre- 
vailing to-day. Both men held strong 
views on how their workmen should 
conduct themselves. Every foreman 
employed by Willett was presented with 
a list of 234 rules which he was expected 
to learn by heart. Some of these make 
strange reading to-day. What, for in- 
stance, would the modern workman make 
of the following : — 

Rule 26: Facing bricks are not to be shot on 
to the scaffold; if anyone is found doing so, 


deduct 5s. from the bricklayer at the end of 
the week. 


Rule 97: Let houses be accessible. Take care 
that means are provided for ladies to enter to 
look at the house, especially on Saturday after- 
noons. 


Rule 98: As soon as the plastering is finished 
on each floor, see that the plasterer sweeps it 
out perfectly clean, and affix to the walls of 
each room, and on the staircase, printed notices 
stating that any workman who damages the 
plastering will be discharged or fined 1s. 


Rule 207: Intoxicating liquors or smoking 
are not to be allowed on any work. A clause 
to this effect is included in all contracts. Any- 
one breaking this rule is to be discharged 
immediately. 

Rule 227: The foreman is to provide the 
coppers required for wages before twelve o’clock 
on Saturday. About 8s. worth is required for 
every £100 to be paid in wages. 

Hours were long and wages low in 
those late Victorian days. An average of 
50 hours a week (514 hours in the sum- 
mer, and 47 in the winter) was worked 
throughout the year for a standard wage 
rate of 9d. per hour. Yet the Willetts 
were good employers who would only be 
satisfied with the best workmanship. 


A Major Ciaim to Fame 


Apart from the valuable contribution 
he made towards housing, William 
Willett, junior, has his other major claim 
to fame. Indeed, it is a fame likely to 
preserve his name long after every house 
he built has passed into oblivion. The 
idea for Daylight Saving came to him in 
Petts Wood, near Chislehurst, in 1907. 
He was a great lover of the open air, and 
would indulge in a canter over this 
beautiful expanse of wooded common 
before breakfast every day. 

One lovely summer’s morning, the 
story goes, he was enjoying this exercise 
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when the drawn blinds in several houses 
drew his attention to the fact that the 
occupants were still in bed. Put the 
clock forward an hour, he thought, and 
those people would be out in this glorious 
sunshine. Little did he realise then how 
much money and energy he would have 
to sacrifice before this brilliant idea be- 
came law nine years later. 

He wasted no time in approaching 
Parliament, and the first Daylight Saving 
Bill was actually introduced in to the 
House, by Robert Pearce, in March, 
1908. Supporters of the measure were 
many and influential, but this did not 
prevent opposition and ridicule. Further 
efforts to make it law were made in 1909 
and 1911 without avail. Indeed, if it 
had not been for World War I it might 
never have been adopted. 

Among the progressive MPs who sup- 
ported Willett’s plan was Winston 
Churchill who, when Home Secretary in 
1911, prophesied that a grateful public 
would one day raise statues to Willett 
and festoon them with sunflowers on the 
longest day of the year. 

In between the birth of his idea and 
his death in 1915, Willett published 19 
editions of his pamphlet, “The Waste 
of Daylight,” which was translated into 
several languages. In it he set out 
forcible reasons for reform in our 
management of the hours of daylight. He 
worked so hard and unceasingly that it 
seems very sad that he did not live to 
see the eventual triumph of his cause. He 
died, at Chislehurst, on March 4, 1915, 
the year before the wartime measure was 
brought in, and 10 years before the Sum- 
mer Time Act became law in 1925. 

Too late England honoured Willett for 
the benefactor he undoubtedly was. A 
portrait of him by Charles Shannon, RA, 
was publicly subscribed for in 1923, and 
unveiled in the council chamber of 
Chelsea Town Hall. Four years later 87 
acres of Petts Wood was purchased for 
the nation in memory of the inventor of 
Daylight Saving and a memorial erected 
there in the form of a sundial set to 
Summer Time. 
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The average price of the shell only of one shop 
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sO unique in character, had to be overcome, but 
in June, 1953, work commenced, and the scheme 
nas now been completed. 


Layout.—The layout of the scheme presented 
to the architects more problems than usual. 


All the fine trees on the site were retained, and 
were cut and treated so as to give them maximum 
life together with good appearance. 


The necessity for preserving the ancient earth- ry 
works and archaeological remains at Preston 
Hawe, and the existence of part of the main site 





road and sewer work before planning was 
commenced, were among the factors which 
imposed limitations on the layout. 


Excavations on the site of the medieval manor 
were proceeding while the architects were 
preparing their layout, and from time to time 
modifications had to be made to accommodate 
the discoveries which were made. 


The architects would have preferred to 
introduce larger blocks of houses, but the clients 
imposed an upper limit of six houses to one 
block. It was also the architects’ wish to include 
blocks of flats of seven or more storeys, to give 
unity and scale to the scheme, but this was over- 
ruled by the local authorities and the County 
Council. However, the local authorities were 
prevailed upon to allow three-storey flats, to 
relieve the monotony of the two-storey semi- 
detached houses which they had originally 
requested, and a three-storey block of shops with 
maisonettes over was also included, and placed 
in a position which closes a vista along the 
main site road, providing an attractive focal 
point of the scheme. 


SHOPS 


Drainage.—There being no surface water 
drainage system in the district, an alternative 
method of disposing of surface water had to be 
found. A normal system of soakaways would 
have saturated the ground after a heavy storm, 
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but a solution was found in the provision of 
large ** tunnel ’ soakaways, running horizontally 
through the chalk subsoil, which in many 
places was found to be about 70 ft. below the 
surface. During a heavy storm the tunnels 
fill with water, which slowly percolates through 
the chalk, thus obviating saturation of the 
subsoil. 


Houses.—The majority of the houses were 
designed to the standards shown in “ Houses 
1952” but a number of dwellings had to be 
planned with larger room areas. The propor- 
tions of these better houses required by the 
three constituent authorities varies, as did the 
proportions of two- and three-bedroom houses. 
The final provision of houses is as shown in 
the Table below.

After considering the various possible types 
of access to houses, the Joint Committee was 
emphatically in favour of “tunnel” access. 
On flat sites the three-bedroom five-person 
houses were planned with party walls centrally 
over the tunnel, but where the site slopes and 
blocks were stepped, all the space over the 
‘““tunnel” was thrown into one house, giving 
three double bedrooms. 


All houses have timber windows, and five types 
of facing bricks were used, some of the cheaper 
ones being cement painted. Roofs were covered 
with dark brown ** double Roman ” interlocking 
tiles. 


Flats—The Boroughs of Mitcham, and Sutton 
and Cheam were each provided with 48 two- 
bedroom flats, and Merton and Morden Urban 
District Council with 54. Since the tenants 
have no individual gardens, they were provided 
with well screened drying grounds as well as 
drying cupboards, and all the flats face on to 
pleasant open spaces. Access is by one staircase 
to every six flats, and “* front * doors to flats are 
directly off this staircase. The staircase also

opens on to a service balcony on each floor, 
which in turn serves kitchen doors. The flats 
are mainly in blocks of twelve dwellings, and a 
variety of external finishes has been used, some 
blocks being entirely brick in two colours, while 
others are rendered with a finish of spar chippings 
and dark brick gable end walls. All blocks have 
** double Roman ” tiles similar to those on the 
houses. 


Shops and Maisonettes—The block of six 
shops, with maisonettes over, which belongs 
to the UDC of Merton and Morden, was 
placed in a position which is easily accessible 
from all parts of the site. 


The shop fronts, facing almost south-west, 
are protected by a deep canopy, and were all 
designed by the architects. Though each shop 
front was designed to the individual requirements 
of the tenant, using differing materials and 
proportions, unity was achieved. The planning 
at the rear of the shops was such that the shop- 
keepers could arrange the accommodation to 
suit their needs. Possible variations include a 
large enclosed store, or a smaller store and an 
office with clerestorey lighting and ventilation. 
Some of these variations are shown on the 
ground-floor plan of the block. Arrangement 
was also made for a staircase from the shop to the 
maisonette, which could be installed or removed 
at will. Where the staircase was not installed, 
the opening in the first floor was made up with 
precast concrete slabs. 


Access to the maisonettes is gained from a 
balcony at the rear, and each maisonette has its 
own private terrace. 


The block has a low pitched roof with a 
mineral felt finish, and the first floor is of con- 
crete, while the second is timber. 


Landscaping.—Forecourts are unfenced and it 
is hoped that the grass here will be kept closely 
mown, leaving that round the mature trees 
longer. 


Miss Sylvia Crowe, FILA, acted as landscaping 
consultant to the architects, and a generous 
scheme of planting was included in the contract. 


Cost.—The contract figure for roads and 
sewers was £108,573, and the total of the contract 
figures for the erection of 532 houses, 150 flats, 
six maisonettes and six shops, was £1,000,972. 


The Medieval Manor at Preston Hawe.—Prior 
to 1952 the only features of the Manor of 
Preston which were known were a large square 
earthwork, a larger earthwork enclosing it on 
three sides, and a circular ditched mound, but 
the subsequent excavations, directed by Brian 
Hope-Taylor, FSA, for the Ancient Monuments 
Inspectorate of the Ministry of Works, showed a 
uniquely complete picture of a medieval manor. 


The pond, shown on the layout drawing in 
the path of the proposed Leatherhead-Croydon 
road, proved to be at the entrance to the manor, 
and there was across it a causeway with a guard 
point at each end. 


The earthworks have been reliably dated by 
means of pottery, etc., at c.1170, while the 
discoveries made enabled a complete and 
detailed picture of the medieval manor to be 
built up, and gave a good idea of its history from 
the late twelfth to the early fourteenth century 
A.D.

OVER a period of years it had been found that 

there was a progressive movement outward in the 
south wall of the transept. It was found that the rate 
of movement was increasing, that fissures existed in 
the walls, that the vaulting ribs had become depressed 
and the curve of the vaulting panels adjacent to the 
south wall was inverted, and that the vaulting panels 
adjacent to the south wall were not resting upon the 
wall ribs. After investigation it was found that 
whereas the foundations of the south wall were taken 
down to gravel at a depth of 7 ft. below ground level, 
the foundations of the buttresses, which were a later 
addition, were only taken down to a depth of 3 ft. 
6 in. and rested upon soft made-up ground. 

The conclusion reached was that the mass weight 
of the buttresses was increasing weaknesses in the 
old Norman and later walling. 

A decision was reached to underpin the feet of the 
buttresses linking the underpinning with a reinforced 
concrete retaining and encasing wall which, as well 
as assisting in supporting the buttresses, joined the 
new foundations to each buttress and strengthened 
the walling of the transept itself.

Three main steel beams were inserted as continuous 
spliced beams with smaller beams to support the base 
of the turret. 

Owing to the proximity of the wall of the Bishop’s 
Cloister all work had to be carried out in the Chapter 
House Yard. 

For the second stage of the work reinforced 
concrete linkage beams were formed at the apex of 
the transept above the vaulting, with free diagonal 
beams to act as ties and “‘ T”’ headed beams in the 
core of the walls to strengthen the mass of the walls. 

The third stage consisted of repairing and rebuilding 
the loose and distorted vaulting ribs and panels and 
redecorating the vaulting bosses, which were found 
to have traces of the original colours, which have 
been followed. 

The fourth stage consists of reinforced tying beams 
at various levels between floor level and vaulting level. 

It was found necessary for extensive shoring and 
supporting to be carried out externally and internally, 
and this was provided by steel scaffolding and timber- 
ing. The shoring and ‘scaffolding was by Messrs.

ie the open competition in 1951 for 

Poole College of Further Edu- 
cation 153 designs were submitted, 
and in their report the assessors drew 
attention to the general standard of 
planning which they said “‘ was of 
consistently high quality.” | The 
winning design was by Enrico de 
Pierro who later joined in a partner- 
ship, since dissolved, with Mr. Henry 
Elder, MBE, FRIBA. The first 
part, the Technical College, was 
required originally to be built for 
£120,000, this was reduced by the 
client to £80,000, and by alterations 
and omissions this estimate was 
reached. It is of interest to know 
that the final figures for this first 
part have, in fact, come out slightly 
below that sum. 


View from the south

Saving Ozford’s Buildings 

THE possibility of making a general 
appeal for funds for the preservation 
and repair of Oxford’s historic buildings 
is being considered by the university 
and col'ege authorities. The appeal would 
probably be on an international scale 
and would certainly be sponsored in 
America. The Vice-Chancellor, Mr. 
A. H. Smith, Warden of New College, 
in his consultations with the heads of 
colleges, has found, it is reported, on 
the whole, a willingness to consider the 
steps necessary for such an enterprise. 


The idea of making such a wide appeal 
is an outcome of the discovery in 1948 
that the stonework of the Sheldonian 
Theatre was badly decayed. It was 
realised that repairs and_ restoration 
would cost at least £100,000 and that 
not only the Sheldonian but many other 
university buildings, including the Church 
of St. Mary the Virgin, were in need 
of extensive repair and restoration.

A WHITE Paper on “Local Govern- 

ment—Areas and Status of Local 
Authorities in England and Wales,” was 
presented to Parliament on July 31 by 
Mr. Duncan Sandys, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government. The Paper, which 
deals with the general problem of the 
structure of local government and, in 
particular, with arrangements for review- 
ing and altering local authority areas and 
status, is summarised below. 


Present Structure.—The pattern of local 
government in England and Wales was 
established on its present lines by the 
Local Government Acts of 1888 and 1894. 
Two separate systems were set up—one 
for the county boroughs and another for 
the counties. In the county boroughs a 
single authority was entrusted with the 
administration of all local government 
services in their area. The counties were 
organised on the so-called “two-tier ” 
system, under which responsibility for 
some services lies with the county council 
and for others with the councils of county 
districts (non-county boroughs, urban 
districts and rural districts). 
Existing System Needs Bringing Up to 
ate-—* The test of any system of local 
se. in this country must be 
whether it provides a stable structure, 
capable of discharging efficiently the 
functions entrusted to it, while at the same 
time maintaining its local democratic 
character.” 
“A fundamental alteration of the 
existing structure could be justified only 
if it had shown itself to be incapable of 
meeting present-day needs. That is not 
the situation. The present system has, 
over many years, stood up to the severest 
tests. It responded well to the abnormal 
demands made on it during the war and, 
despite certain weaknesses, has on the 
whole shown itself capable of adaptation 
to changing conditions. Moreover, it is 
firmly established and the local loyalties 
and civic pride which have grown up 
around it are a source of strength to local 
government, which should not be under- 
estimated.” 


“There is, therefore, no convincing 
case for radically reshaping the existing 
form of local government in England and 
Wales, What is needed is to overhaul it 
and make such improvements as are 
necessary to bring it up to date.” A num- 
ber of important changes are necessary: 
_ @) Entirely new machinery and procedure 
Is required for reviewing local authority areas 


and status and for recommending necessary 
changes, 
(ii) The principles governing promotions to 
county borough status need to be revised. 
(iii) The pattern of local government in 
conurbations needs to be improved with a 








view to creating larger units of administration 
and facilitating the handling of common 
problems. 

iv) The number of unduly small county 
district authorities should be reduced. 


| Local Government Commissions 


At present there exists no satisfactory 
Means of reviewing the organisation of 
local government comprehensively over

wide areas and of determining what 
changes should be made. It is, accord- 
ingly, proposed to create two Local 
Government Commissions, one for Eng- 
land and one for Wales. Their task would 
be to make recommendations to the 
Minister about: 
(i) the creation and extension of county 
‘boroughs ; 
(ii) amy necessary alterations in county 
boundaries; and 


(iii) the organisation of local government 
in “ conurbations.” 

After studying the problems on the spot 
and consulting local opinion, the Com- 
missions would make recommendations 
which would be published. The Minister 
would submit to Parliament Orders 
giving effect to these recommendations, 
with such modifications as he might 
think desirable. 

This new machinery would obviate the 
necessity for promoting Private Bills, a 
procedure which “ in practice has proved 
unsatisfactory, costly and often abortive.” 


Standstill after Review—After the 
Commissions’ reviews are completed and 
the Orders have been confirmed by Par- 
liament there should be a standstill on 
further changes for a substantial period. 
(The local authority associations have 
suggested 15 years.) 


County Boroughs——One of the first 
tasks of the Commissions would be to 
consider applications of authorities for 
promotion to county borough status. At 
present no council may promote a Private 
Bill to secure county borough status, 
unless it has a population of at least 
75,000. It is now proposed that (outside 
the conurbations), unless the circum- 
stances are exceptional, this figure should 
be taised to 100,000. Furthermore, it is 
stressed that, apart from the applicant’s 
own fitness for promotion, “ considera- 
tion must also be given to the conse- 
quences which it would have for the 
county or counties concerned.” 


Multiplicity “ Undesirable ”’ 


Within a conurbation, where a multi- 
plicity of autonomous local authorities is 
undesirable, the size of population re- 
quired for promotion to county borough 
status should be higher than elsewhere, 
and should be at least 125,000. 

The adoption of these higher standards 
of population for promotion to county 
borough status does not imply that exist- 
ing county boroughs with lesser popula- 
tions (of which there are quite a number) 
should necessarily be demoted. “To de- 
prive a county borough of its independent 
status would be a most serious step which 
should be contemplated only where it is 
plainly necessary for efficient administra- 
tion.” r 

County Boundaries ——The Commissions 
should be entitled to recommend changes 
in county boundaries where they are satis- 
fied that this is desirable. Moreover, in 
exceptional cases, the Commissions should 
not be precluded from recommending the 
amalgaiiation of one county with 
another or the transfer of territory. 
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Conurbations.—Local government in 
the large built-up areas or “ conurba- 
tions” is at present divided between 
numerous authorities of different types 
and sizes (see below); and this is not con- 
ducive to efficiency or economy. 

The pattern of administration in these 
areas needs to be simplified by reducing 
the number and variety of local authori- 
ties and, where necessary, creating 
machinery for dealing jointly with prob- 
lems common to the whole conurbation. 
The White Paper suggests that authorities 
of a uniform type might be created 
throughout a conurbation. These might 
be county boroughs with joint machinery 
for the co-ordination of common ser- 
vices. Alternatively, responsibility for 
those services which require joint action 
might be given to a directly elected upper 
tier, 


Greater London 


Owing to its size and special character, 
Greater London presents a unique prob- 
lem. 


The proposals in the White Paper do 
not apply to the structure of local govern- 
ment within the County of London, which 
is different from any other and calls for 
special consideration. 


Middlesex contains a number of large 
boroughs which might well qualify for 
promotion to county borough status. But, 
if this were to take place, the bits and 
pieces which remained would no longer 
constitute a viable unit. Since it is desir- 
able to maintain the existence of the 
county, as a component of the Greater 
London conurbation, it is recommended 
that no promotions te county borough 
status should be made in Middlesex. 


Subject to these reservations, Greater 
London would come within the scope of 
the Commission’s review, in the same way 
as other conurbations. 


Amalgamation of Small Districts— 
Outside the conurbations, the county 
councils would continue to be responsible 
for reviewing the areas and boundaries 
of their county districts. Many are at 
present too small. There are 700 county 
districts in England and Wales with popu- 
lations of less than 15,000, nearly 500 with 
less than 10,000, and over 200 with less 
than 5,000, 


By amalgamation or otherwise, authori- 
ties of reasonable size should be created. 
This would probably involve amalgamat- 
ing some non-county boroughs with other 
districts or with one another; but in so 
doing, every effort should be made to 
preserve their identity and the dignities 
conferred on them by their Charters. 

Parishes.—County councils are advised 
to review parish areas with the object of 
securing that, wherever practicable, each 
parish is represented by a parish council. 
This may necessitate amalgamating two 
or more parishes or grouping them under 
a joint council. 

Legislation—In order to set up the 
machinery and effect the changes pro- 
posed in the White Paper, legislation 
would naturally be needed. Before fram- 
ing such legislation, the Government will 
have further discussions with the repre- 
sentatives of local authorities and will 
consider the views which may be ex- 
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pressed in Parliament, in the Press, and 
elsewhere.

STAFF PROFIT SHARING 
Details of New Scheme 


STAFF profit-sharing scheme has been 

introduced by Concrete Ltd., the rein- 
forced concrete engineers and contractors, 
of London. Under the scheme 16 per cent. 
of net profits, after the deduction of a sum 
equal to 5 per cent. on the capital employed 
in the business, will be allocated each year 
for the benefit of the salaried staff. 

Ten per cent. will be distributed in cash 
and the balance of 6 per cent. used to 
acquire ordinary shares in the company for 
employees who have at least six years’ 
service. There are no restrictions on the 
shares, except that they will be held by 
trustees for five years before being trans- 
ferred unconditionally to employees. This 
will prevent the sale of shares during the 
first five years. During this time dividends 
will be paid over to the employees con- 
cerned. 

It is hoped to extend the share bonus 
part to hourly paid employees of long 
unbroken service. The latter already share 
in the company’s prosperity to the extent of 
bonus payments over and above union rates, 
and therefore, will not participate in any 
cash bonus.

New President’s Inaugural 
Address 


N his inaugural address following his 
election as President of the Institute 
of Builders for the year 1956/7 at the 
Institute’s annual general meeting, on 
July 30, Mr. H. S. Oppie said that the 
past two years had been momentous 
years for the Institute. During this 
period the Registration and Exemption 
Scheme had been developed and the 
Board of Building Education established. 
He continued: 


“In my view we have now reached 
the stage when we should consolidate 
and seek to build up on the sound foun- 
dations which have been prepared, and 
in doing so we would be well advised to 
bear in mind the necessity for a crystal- 
lisation and clarification of policy. In 
this connection it is worthy of note that 
in 1957 a modified Licentiate Diploma 
Examination will be offered to candi- 
dates who have followed a general build- 
ing course recognised by the Institute 
under its Registration and Exemption 
Scheme, and I would ask principals of 
technical institutions, who have made 
application for registration, patiently to 
await the completion of the arrears 
which have inevitably arisen as a result 
of a changing and temporarily over- 
strained administration. As you are 
aware, the Council have agreed that the 
education committee shall examine a 
number of courses relating to building, 
particularly those of university degree 
status, so that graduates may be advised 
as to the additional studies considered 
necessary for the preparation for the 
Licentiate Diploma Examination. 


“In my view the most important task 
ahead is for this Institute, as the sponsors 
of the Board of Building Education, to 
use its full influence within that body in 
an endeavour to evolve a clear pattern 
of education and training for manage- 
ment, which we must all agree to be 
necessary if we are to attract from the 
schools and the universities the best types 
of young men, who are more and more 
lodking to industry for their future. 


Stimulating Interest 


“Now that a provincial member is 
once again your president, I hope the 
result will be to stimulate interest 
amongst provincial members. During my 
term of office I shall endeavour, given 
support, to arrange luncheon meetings 
in the north, with the main object of 
recruiting new members. Whilst the 
number of those seeking entry in the 
examined grades is healthy, the expand- 
ing work of the Institute makes it essen- 
tial for us to seek the interest and finan- 
cial support of many more who share 
our aspirations in seeking to enhance the 
status and prestige of the master builder. 
Throughout the country there are un- 
doubtedly many men whose reputation 
and achievements would entitle them to 
special case membership of the Institute, 
and I hope every member and fellow will 
feel it his duty to propose at least one 
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new member during the next 12 months.” 


Earlier in the meeting, when proposing 
the election of Mr. H. S. Oddie to the 
presidency for 1956/57, the retiring 
president, Mr. F. LESLIE WALLIS, OBE, 
said he had the utmost confidence in Mr, 
Oddie’s abilities. He had passed the 
Licentiate Diploma Examination in 1933 
and throughout his subsequent career in 
the Institute had shown he was a man 
of courage and capability, having a pro- 
gressive mind and a keen interest in 
education. “ During the past two years 
of my presidency he has been a tremen- 
dous encouragement to me. It is good 
to feel that someone is pushing you 
forward and not holding you back.” 


Expressing his appreciation to all those 
who had helped him through his two 
years of office, Mr. Wallis said it was 
evident by the way he had been received 
by the Ministry of Education and prin- 
cipals of technical colleges that there was 
a growing realisation that the Institute 
was a real live factor in education. The 
utmost goodwill and support was evident 
wherever he had been. “I think that by 
teHing people what we are trying to do 
and taking them into our confidence will 
gain the Institute much it has lacked in 
past.” The last two years had been 
arduous ones, but he had thoroughly 
enjoyed them. 


During the subsequent. discussion, 
several speakers emphasised the great 
need for support for the Institute from 
master builders above examination age 
whose educational background and 
proven competence in practice were such 
as would enable them to be admitted to 
membership. In addition it was hoped 
that more younger men would offer 
themselves for the Licentiate and 
Associate Diploma examinations.

Evidence of Greater Public 
Interest 


[HE increase during 1955 in the number 

of complaints against chemical and 
allied works was not due to a deterioration 
in conditions, but to a growing awareness 
by the public of the desirability of cleaner 
air. This is the conclusion of the Chief 
Inspector of Alkali, etc., Works in his 
annual report (HMSO, price 2s.) to the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment (Mr. Duncan Sandys), published on 
July 24 together with the report of the Chief 
Inspector for Scotland, made to the Secre- 
tary of State for Scotland (Mr. James 
Stuart). 

He attributes this growing public interest 
to the publicity the subject has received. 
Complaints and requests for technical advice 
and assistance led to investigations involving 
100 registered works and 94 non-registered 
works compared with 70 and 90 respectively 
in 1954. 

The number of works in England and 
Wales registered under the Act at the end 
of 1955 was 921 involving the operation of 
1,794 separate processes. Compared with 
1954 there was a decrease of 6 in the num- 
ber of works and an increase of 10 in the 
number of processes. The total number of 
visits and inspections made during the year 
was 3,894 including 165 special visits by the 
Chief and Deputy Chief Inspectors. Of the 
total, 521 visits were to or in connection 
with works not registered under the Act 
and a further 60 visits were to or in connec- 
tion with colliery spoilbanks. There were 
21 occasions recorded when the total acidity 
of gases escaping into the air exceeded the 
Statutory limits, and a further 27 infractions 
related to failure to use “ best practicable 
means” to prevent the escape of noxious 
and offensive gases. In every case formal 
notification of an infraction was made and 
suitable action ensued so there had been 
no occasion to institute proceedings. 

Out of 500 or so colliery spoilbanks in 
England and .Wales, the number which were 
classified as emitting sufficient smoke or 
fume to constitute a public health hazard 
was 15 at the end of 1955 compared with 
19, 23 and 26 at the end of 1954, 1953 and 
1952, respectively. A few of these cases 
are responding reasonably well to treatment, 
but there is a small, hard core of difficult 
cases where an improvement is _ prob- 
lematical. 

The high demand for cement has con- 
tinued and all kilns have continued to oper- 
ate at full output even when their associated 
dust arrestment plants were undergoing 
repair. It was not surprising, therefore, and 
especially in view of the fine dry summer, 
that there were complaints from most 
cement-making areas. The Inspectorate 
had continued to ensure that all the de- 
dusting plant was kept in as efficient a state 
as possible, that shut-downs were kept to an 
absolute minimum and that standards of 
supervision and “ good housekeeping” were 
kept as high as possible. 

The Chief Inspector for Scotland, in his 
report, remarks that recent research work 
has thrown more light on the dispersal of 
gases and dust from chimneys, and that it 
would be desirable that the results of that 
work should be applied more generally, if 
only to test its validity. 


During the year 82 works were registered, 
the same number as in the previous year, 
and there were 119 processes which required 
to be inspected, an increase of three over 
1954. The number of visits to registered 
works was 195; a further 166 visits of inspec- 
tion were paid to works not covered by the 
Alkali Acts. In the course of these visits 
seven infringements of the provisions of the 
Acts were noted, but they were sufficiently 
minor and transitory to be dealt with by 
formal letters of notification of the infringe- 
ment. In each case the faults were rectified 
expeditiously. “Since the volume of pro- 
duction in registered works was quite high 
the number of infringements and complaints 
might be regarded as reasonably low,” the 
Inspector comments. 


PRICE RESTRAINT 


Portland Stone, Woodwool, 
Window and Door Equipment, and 
Laboratory Ware 


AS the principal producers of Portland 

and other building limestones the 
Bath and Portland Stone Firms, Ltd. and 
the South Western Stone Company, Ltd., 
have jointly agreed to further subscribe to 
the national economy and the continuing 
fight against inflation by maintaining the pre- 
sent prices of the following raw materials 
until the end of the current year, viz.: Port- 
land stone, the Bath and Portland Stone 
Firms, Ltd., and the South Western Stone 
Co., Ltd.; Bath stone, the Bath and Portland 
Stone Firms, Ltd.; Doulting stone, the Bath 
and Portland Stone Firms, Ltd.; Beer stone, 
the Bath and Portland Stone Firms, Ltd.; 
Painswick stone, the South Western Stone 
Co., Ltd. 

In regard to the prices of Portland block 
stone, the Bath and Portland Stone Firms, 
Ltd., point out that the price was last in- 
creased on August 1, 1954, and since that 
date increases of nearly 14 per cent. in 
quarry wage rates have taken place. Al- 
though further increases in the price of block 
stone have thus been warranted, mechanisa- 
tion, leading to increased efficiency in the 
quarries, has enabled the price of block stone 
to be maintained with the result that where- 
as building trade wages have increased some 
250 per cent. since 1939 block stone prices 
have only risen 63 per cent. 


Woodwool Roofing Slabs 


THERMACOUST LTD., of London, SE1, state 
that they do not propose to make any in- 
crease on their current prices for Therma- 
coust woodwool roofing slabs before the end 
of 1956, and hope to be able to maintain 
them during the New Year, if no major in- 
creases in-costs of raw materials occur. 


Window and Door Equipment 


BECKETT, LAYCOCK AND WATKINSON, LTD., 
of London, NW10, manufacturers of window 
and door equipment, state that in December 
last, notwithstanding a large range of 
increased costs, they were prepared to hold 
their prices firm until June 30, 1956. Since 
the latter date, they have been giving very 
careful consideration to the position as it 
exists today, and in the light of the further 
and in many instances substantial, advances 
that have come into effect since the end of 
last year. 
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It is with conside:able regret that they 
have to announce that in the case of many 
deliveries made on and after August 1, 1956, 
prices will be raised. In the majority of cases, 
the advance will be in the nature of 24 to § 
per cent.; for a very few articles, the increase 
may be very slightly in excess of this; on the 
other hand, with a number of other products, 
no increase will be applied. 

For firm orders and contracts at fixed 
prices figures previously agreed will remain 
in force. 

* We fully realise the seriousness, particu- 
larly at this present time, of this step which 
is forced upon us, but we have exercised the 
utmost restraint in applying increases, and in 
order to mitigate its effect, and once again 
assist in stabilising costs, we wish to state the 
new prices coming into force on August 1, 
1956, will remain firm until May 1, 1957.” 


Laboratory Ware 


MEMBERS of the British Laboratory Ware 
Association, Ltd., have unanimously passed 
a resolution that, with a view to effectuating 
the Government policy of price stability all 
members will, as from September 1, next, 
agree to maintain for a period of six months 
their own existing prices for laboratory ap- 
paratus both in the United Kingdom and 
overseas.

The Restrictive Practices Act

2, and, unless anything unforeseen arises in 
the meantime, will resume on Tuesday, 
October 23, to complete the session. 

One of the measures which reached its 
concluding stages in the week of the ad- 
journment was the Restrictive Trade Prac- 
tices Bill, the Lords amendments to which 
were considered and approved by the Com- 
mons on July 30. This Bill received the 
Royal Assent on the day the House rose. 

The amendments, providing a_ three 
months’ breathing space before certain parts 
of the legislation were brought into opera- 
tion, were subjected to some criticism by 
the Opposition, who feared that they would 
provide further opportunity for evasions. 
In each case, the Government carried the 
day, with majorities of 41 and 42. 


Registration of Restrictive 
Practices 


NE of the first Orders in Council to be 
presented for the approval of Parlia- 
ment in the new session, which opens in 
November, will be the one which will make 
certain classes of restrictive practices, in- 
cluding common prices and level tendering, 
subject to registration. 

This was announced in the Commons on 
August 2 by Mr. PETER THORNEYCROFT, 
President of the Board of Trade, in a 
written answer. 

He said that since the Restrictive Trade 
Practices Act had become operative he had 
signed the Order, which would come into 
force on November 30, if approval was 
given by Parliament. Copies of the Order 
will be available to the public on August 10. 

During the three months from the date of 
the operation of the Order, particulars of 
the classes of agreement specified in it must 
be furnished to the Registrar. The speci- 
fied classes of agreement are, broadly, those 
which include restrictions about prices or 
other terms or conditions or which involve 
collective discrimination. They include 
agreements about common prices and con- 
ditions of sale, agreements about level or 
agreed tendering, agreements under which 
preferential terms are granted to certain 
persons or traders and agreements under 
which supplies of goods are confined to cer- 
tain persons or traders. Agreements of the 
classes in question which contain restric- 
tions affecting exports and which do not 
affect supply to the home market, do not 
have to be registered but must be notified 
to the Board of Trade. 


Scottish Housing Subsidies 


(CHANGES in building subsidies in Scot- 
land were announced in the Commons 
on July 31 by Mr. JAMes Sruart, Secretary 
of State for Scotland. These alterations 
are more or less in line with the changes 
which were introduced for England and 
Wales by Mr. Duncan Sandys earlier in the 
year, and which are included in legislation 
that is now operating. 
Mr. Stuart said that it was his intention 
to introduce legislation as soon as possible 
to give effect to these alterations. This 


Bill—which will probably be one measure 
to be included in the Queen’s Speech for 
the opening of the new Session on Novem- 
ber 6—will also include the Government’s 
proposals for town development in Scotland, 
which Mr. Stuart has already promised. He 
said that discussions on this topic would be- 
gin soon with the local authority associations. 


The subsidy for new houses will be re- 
duced to £24 a house for 60 years, and 
would replace the existing three-tier system 
for houses of different sizes. He accepted 
the view that in Scotland as a whole the need 
for houses for homeless families and to re- 
lieve overcrowding was greater than the 
need for houses to replace unfit houses, and 
the basic subsidy of £24 would be made 
available for all approved housing needs. 


For houses to. accommodate overspill the 
proposed rate of subsidy would be £42 a 
year, and a special subsidy of £30 would be 
paid to encourage local authorities to build 
a substantial number of houses to meet the 
needs of incoming industry. For multi- 
storey flats the basic subsidy of £24 with an 
additional contribution calculated to cover 
two-thirds of the amount by which the tender 
costs exceeded the tender costs of ordinary 
houses at the time would be paid. This 
additional contribution would apply norm- 


‘ally to buildings of eight storeys and more 


but also where necessary to buildings of six 
and seven storeys. 

The new rates of subsidy would be pay- 
able for houses included in tenders received 
by the department after July 31. Houses 
in tenders received up to that date, and 
which were approved, would qualify for the 
existing rates of subsidy. A few authorities 
might be able to show that the reduced 
rates would impose an undue financial bur- 
den on the rates, and where approved the 
Scottish Special Housing Association would 
be authorised, within the limits of their 
authorised programmes, to assist those 
authorities by building a number of the 
houses required in their districts. Within 
the same limits the association would also 
be authorised to build houses for overspill. 

No change was proposed for houses built 
by local authorities in remote areas or for 
the needs of the agricultural industry. 


Building Statistics 


PPHE Government are seeking new methods 
to secure more up-to-date informa- 
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tion of changes in the economic situation, 
and in outlining their plans to the Commons 
on August 1, Mr. HAROLD MACMILLAN, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, indicated that 
these included action to know as far as 
possible in advance the trend of investment 
in building. 

To that end, he said, the Minister of Works 
was consulting the building and civil en- 
gineering industries about the possibility of 
their providing analysed information of their 
new contracts, 

Other proposals included a compulsory 
annual sample inquiry about fixed invest- 
ments and stocks in the distributive and 
service trades, voluntary provision to the 
Inland Revenue authorities of confidential 
quarterly estimates of profits by a number 
of companies, individual figures of which 
would not be disclosed outside the depart- 
ment, 


OTHER BUSINESS 
Local Authority Housing, 1957 


Mr. MITcHISON asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government whether he 
had yet issued his proposed circular to local 
authorities asking them for their plans for 
building houses next year; when he expected 
to get their replies, and whether he would 
publish them. 

Mr. DUNCAN SANDYS, in a written reply 
on July 31, stated: Yes. I have made ar- 
rangements to obtain comprehensive infor- 
mation about future house building by local 
authorities; and I hope to publish this in 
the autumn. 

Asked for information about the number 
of authorities in England and Wales whe 
had resolved not to build any further houses 
or flats for general needs, he referred to the 
action he had taken, and added that the 
information would not be available until 
after the end of August. 


Starts of Private Building 


DETAILS showing the volume and the new 
starts of private building in the months 
before and since the beginning of the credit 
squeeze were given by MR. PATRICK BUCHAN- 
HEPBURN, Minister of Works, on July 31. 

He pointed out that monthly figures were 
available for new houses started, but figures 
for other new building were collected quar- 
terly.

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Residential Premises as Offices 


Mrs. LENA JEGER asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government whether, 
jin view of the increase in new office accom- 
modation in central London, he would take 
powers to require applications for planning 
consent when there was a change of occu- 
pier in a residential property now being used 
for office purposes, for which at present no 
consent was required under the established 
user dispensation. 

Mr. SANDYS: The approved County of 
London Development Plan provides that 
when temporary permissions for the use of 
residential property for other purposes ex- 
pire, they will not be renewed, and that 
property still capable of residential use is 
not to be turned over to office use even in 
those parts of Lendon reserved for offices. 
Various other possible methods were con- 
sidered of dealing with this problem, includ- 
ing the one suggested by Mrs. Jeger, to 
which there are practical objections. 


Effect of Mortgage Rates 


Mr. REMNANT asked the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government, on July 31, 
whether, in view of the increased rates of 
interest announced by the building societies, 
he would make a statement on its probable 
effect on private house building and his 
future policy. 

Mr. Sanpys: I am informed that the de- 
mand for mortgages for house purchase re- 
mains strong. It is too early to judge what, 
if any, will be the effect on the rate of 
private house building. 


New Town Centres 


Mr. MITCHISON asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government in which 
new towns negotiations were in progress or 
arrangements had been made for the leasing 
of the town centre or a substantial part of it 
to Ravenseft Properties, Ltd., or other de- 
velopment companies; and what was his 
estimate of the effect of such leases on the 
revenues of the development corporation 
concerned and on the rents charged by them 
for houses. 

Mr. SANDYS: Several of the new town cor- 
porations have it in mind to lease parts of 
their commercial centres for development 
by such companies. Small areas have al- 
ready been leased to Ravenseft Properties, 
Ltd., in Aycliffe, Harlow and Peterlee. A 
satisfactory return is received from these 
leases, which have no effect on housing 
Tents, 


Slum Clearance Proposals 


Mr. Exxtis SmirH asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government if he would 
make a statement on the prospects for slum 
clearance, and the response made to his pro- 


B posals by local authorities; on what date the 


city of Stoke4on-Trent would receive con- 
firmation for the Longton and Fenton clear- 
ance areas on which an inquiry was con- 
ducted on November 29, 1955; and if he 
would see that all such applications for con- 
firmation were in future expedited. 


Mr. Powe, Parliamentary Secretary, 


MOHLG, replying on July 31; said: During 
the first half of 1956 1,184 clearance area 
Tesolutions were submitted by local authori- 
ties, involving 21,048 houses. The compar- 
able figures for the second half of 1955 were 
581 clearance area resolutions, involving 
11,558 houses. 


I consider this response by 








the local authorities most encouraging. 

The inquiry held on November 29, 1955, 
related to the Longton No. 40 and 41 Clear- 
ance Areas Compulsory Purchase Order, 
which included two clearance areas in Long- 
ton but none in Fenton. The Order was 
confirmed on February 9 last. 

Measures are in hand to _ expedite 
the progress of slum clearance orders at all 
stages, but I do not consider that the time 
taken to deal with this particular order was 
unduly long. 


Caravan Sites Policy 


Mr. SIMMONS asked the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government on what date he 
sent hhis directive on caravan sites to the 
local authorities; and what had been the re- 
sponse. He also asked if the Minister, as 
a result of his consultations with local 
authority associations, would state his policy 
about caravan sites where families were per- 
manently housed thus relieving the pressure 
on local authority housing lists. 

(Mr. SANDYS:I have sent no directive to 
local authorities about caravan sites. I 
shall soon be consulting the local authority 
associations about possible changes in the 
law affecting caravans, and about caravan 
sites generally. 


Regional Planning Organisation 


Mr. FREDERICK WILLEY asked the Minis- 
ter of Housing and Local Government what 
action he was taking to assist in the creation 
of a British regional planning organisation 
following the establishment of an Inter- 
national Regional Planning and Develop- 
ment Centre in Brussels. 

Mr. SANDYS: None. 

Mr, WILLEY also asked whether the de- 
partment was represented at the Interna- 
tional Committee for Regional Planning and 
Development at Paris. 

Mr. SANDys: No. 


Kariba Dam Contracts 


Major LEGGE-BOURKE asked the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer whether, before 
approving the United Kingdom contribution 


he would obtain an assurance that the award - 


of the contract for the building of the 
Kariba dam granted or to be granted to 
an Italian consortium would include a 
penalty clause to provide against incomplete 
fulfilment together with a bank or State 
guarantee to assure the carrying out of the 
terms of such a clause. 

Mr. HarRoLD MACMILLAN, replying on 
July 31, said: The award of contracts for 
the Kariba project is a matter for the 
authorities in the Federation, who have 
naturally satisfied themselves that the con- 
tracts contain all necessary safeguards. I 
understand that there are full safeguards of 
the kind Major Legge-Bourke has in mind. 

Mr. RUSSELL asked the Chancellor to 
state the full extent of the commitment of 
the United Kingdom in the loan of £28m. 
made by the World Bank for the building 
of the Kariba dam. 

Mr, MAcMILLAN: Service of the loan has 
been guaranteed by the United Kingdom. 
We have also agreed to the use of up to 
£10m. from our sterling subscription to the 
bank as part of the loan. 

Mr, GRESHAM COOKE asked the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies what proportion 
of the financing of the Kariba Dam con- 
tract was originally sought from the Colonial 
Development Corporation. 
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Mr. LENNOx-Boyp, replying on August 
1, said: The corporation sought and were 
given approval for a loan of £15m. 


Chiswick House Restoration 


In a series of written replies on July 30 
about the restoration of Chiswick House, 
Mr. BUCHAN-HEPBURN stated: The Historic 
Buildings Council have said that while they 
would see no objection to Chiswick House 
being used for a suitable purpose if this was 
considered essential, at the same time the 
house is a type of building justifying pre- 
servation in itself. When the work of re- 
storation is nearer completion I will consider 
whether a suitable use can be found. 

I expect the restoration of Chiswick House 
to be completed in 1958. Up to June 30 
about £90,000 had been spent on the work. 
It is estimated that outstanding repairs will 
cost about £40,000. 


LOCAL AUTHORITIES’ 
EXPENDITURE 


No Early Relaxation in 
Government’s Restrictions 


OCAL authorities can expect little 
relaxation in the Government’s restric- 
tions on capital expenditure for a long time. 
They ‘have been informed by Mr. Duncan 
Sandys, Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, that those restrictions would 
have to continue well into the new year, 
and perhaps longer. 

This announcement was made by Mr. 
Sandys to a deputation of representatives of 
local authority associations, which met him 
and Mr. Henry Brooke, Financial Secretary 
to the Treasury, on July 30 to discuss local 
government financial problems. 

An agreed statement issued after the 
meeting stated that the two Ministers had 
met representatives of the Association of 
Municipal Corporations, the Urban District 
Councils Association, and the Rural District 
Councils Association. Representatives of the 
County Councils Association were also 
present. 

“ The local authority representatives,” the 
statement went on, “said that they would 
have wished to be consulted before the 
Government announced _restrictions on 
capital expenditure by local authorities, not 
to challenge the Government’s broad 
decision, but about its detailed application. 

“They also referred to the dual effect 
of the alterations in housing subsidies and 
the increases in the rates of interest, and 
asked that their representations should be 
brought to the attention of the Chancellor. 

“The Minister said that it had not been 
practicable to consult the representatives of 
local authorities before their decision to 
restrict their capital expenditure had been 
announced, because it had been part of a 
major decision of economic policy. 

“He warned them that the restrictions 
would have to continue until well into the 
new year, and perhaps longer, but he said 
that he would be very willing to confer 
with the local authority representatives 
about the incidence of the restrictions should 
they so desire. 

“The Financial Secretary said that the 
Chancellor regretted that it had not been 
possible for him to meet the local authority 
representatives, and he undertook to convey 
to the Chancellor everything that had been 
said.”

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LAW REPORT 


Builders’ Failure to Provide Safe 
Access to House: Appeal for 
Damages Succeeds 


COURT OF APPEAL 


BEFORE Lorps JusTICES DENNING, BIRKETT 
AND MR, JusTICE ROXBURGH 


Riden v. A. C. Billings and Sons, Ltd. 


(PHE Court of Appeal on July 26 held that 

builders who had created a danger in 
altering a path leading to a house owed a 
duty to people using it. 

By a majority they allowed with costs an 
appeal by Mrs. Ethel Maud Riden (73), 
widow, of Fairview-road, Cheltenham, from 
a judgment by Mr. Justice Hallett, at 
Gloucester Assizes, who dismissed her claim 
against A. C, Billings & Sons, Ltd., building 
contractors, of Winchcombe-street, Chelten- 
ham, for damages for personal injury. 

Holding that Mrs. Riden was partly to 
blame for an accident in which she was in- 
jured, the court awarded her £611 8s., half 
the total damages assessed. 

At the time of the accident on November 
17, 1953, Messrs. Billings were engaged in 
altering a concrete ramp leading to the front 
door of 25, Cambray-place, Cheltenham, 
into a path and steps. There was a lot of 
rubble where part of the ramp had been 
demolished and rails at the side of the ramp 
near the door had been removed. An alter- 
native access used was across the forecourt 
of neighbouring premises, over some soil 
and then up on the side of the ramp. 

Mrs. Riden, when leaving the premises at 
10 p.m., fell into the area at the side of the 
ramp. Her breastbone, left ankle and lum- 
bar bone were fractured. 

Messrs. Billings were sued for damages 
on the ground that they were negligent in 
failing to provide a safe alternative access 
to the premises. 

The Ministry of Works and the Commis- 
sioners of Customs and Excise, occupiers of 
the premises, were also sued. The judge 
gave judgment for all the defendants, but 
Mrs. Riden appealed only against the de- 
cision given in favour of Messrs. Billings. 

Mr. Justice Hallett held that the builders 
owed no duty to Mrs. Riden, who had been 
visiting the caretakers at the premises, At 
the same time he came to the conclusion that 
the defendants had neglected to do what 
good workmen would have done. 

Giving judgment, Lorp JusTICE DENNING 
said the builders’ workmen had left no safe 
means of access to the front door of the 
premises. They told the caretakers to take 
a route over the forecourt of adjoining pre- 
mises. This advice was passed on to Mrs. 
Riden. 

His lordship said contractors must take 
teasonable care for persons who might be 
affected by their work which they knew 
might bring danger to others. 

It had been submitted that if they were 
liable, the duty ended when the person was 
Not on the land concerned, No. 25, but on 
No. 26. His lordship did not agree. In this 
case the builders did mot provide an alterna- 
tive route and did not give warning of the 
mer Therefore they were in breach of 

uty. 

't had been argued that the builders were 
not liable as Mrs. Riden knew of the danger. 
His lordship said her knowledge was not 
sufficient as a bar to her action but only a 





ground for reducing the damages. 
The judge had found Mrs. Riden had con- 
tributed to the accident by not taking proper 
precautions. In view of this finding, his 
lordship held she was equally to blame and 
the damages should be reduced by half. He 
would allow the appeal, assess the damages 
at £1,222 16s. and give judgment for Mrs. 
Riden for half that sum, £611 8s., with costs. 
Lorp JusTIcE BIRKETT agreed. 
Dissenting, Mr. JUSTICE ROXBURGH said 
that while he agreed the builders owed some 
duty to Mrs. Riden, he did not think they 
would reasonably contemplate that she 
would take the course she did in the dark. 
A plank was provided by a relative of the 
caretakers on the soil near the ramp. The 
builders did not know of this but Mrs. 
Riden, who slipped on it, did. The builders 
could not have warned her about that and 
in the circumstances they owned no duty to 
her. He would have dismissed the appeal.

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Aluminium Fully-supported Roofing 


From a Correspondent 


ON the Continent of Europe and in 
America there are noteworthy pre- 
cedents over 50 years old for the use of 
aluminium fully-supported roof cover- 
ing, and this method of roofing has been 
increasingly adopted in those countries 
since the beginning of the century. In 
Britain, on the other hand, architects and 
builders have been more reserved in 
welcoming a comparatively new metal to 
the ranks of the long-established roof 
covering materials, lead, copper and zinc. 
Within the last five or six years, how- 
ever, aluminium roof coverings have 
been used in Britain on buildings of 
several different types, including churches 
and schools, and despite the fact that this 
has been encouraged to some extent by 
the shortage and comparatively high 
price of the traditional materials, it may 
signify the beginning of a change of 
heart. 

The arguments usually brought for- 
ward against the use of aluminium for 
this purpose are fairly well-known: 
first, there is no aluminium installation 
old enough to provide practical evidence 
‘ that the material is as durable as, say, 
lead, which is known to last at least two 
centuries in rural conditions; secondly, 
aluminium has a bright, highly-reflective 
appearance which is dulled only very 
slowly by weathering, and for some time 
may look out of place on buildings where 
the roof is not concealed by a parapet. 

While it is true that it is not possible 
from practical experience to say how 
long an aluminium roof will last, there 
is the evidence of the famous church of 
San Gioacchino in Rome, roofed in 1897 
with aluminium which, when examined 
in 1949, was still in good condition; there 
are other installations abroad only 
slightly less old, which are still excellently 
serviceable; and there are the results of 
laboratory research. On the strength of 
all these, the aluminium industry feels 
justified in claiming, as a conservative 
estimate, a life of about 100 years for a 
fully-supported aluminium roof exposed 
to a rural atmosphere and somewhat less 
in environments of greater severity such 
as sea coast and industrial areas. This 
compares more than favourably with the 
service given by a copper roof in similar 
conditions and greatly exceeds the life 
that can be expected of one of zinc, but 
a lead roof would last about twice as 
long. It must be remembered, however, 
that the lead is usually up to three times 
thicker than the aluminium sheet. 


Weathering and Appearance 


It cannot be pretended that, in the 
year or two it takes for aluminium to 
weather to a pleasing grey shade, the 
metal looks as well as copper or lead, 
which rapidly acquire an appearance 
suited to either old or new buildings. But 
when the roof is shallow or concealed by 
a parapet (as is very common with fully- 
supported roofs) this is, of course, no 
handicap, and in any case the length of 
time that the metal retains its brightness 
is only a fraction of the total life of the 


building, especially in maritime and 
industrial areas. 

Further comparison of aluminium with 
the other materials for roof-covering 
shows the newer metal to have several 
practical advantages. As the following 
comparative weights show, aluminium 
roofing sheet is by far the lightest, and is 
therefore the easiest and cheapest to 
transport and handle and requires the 
least support: 


COMPARATIVE WEIGHTS PER SQ. FT. 


Lead (0.068 in. thick 4.00 Ib. 
Copper (0.022 in. thik) 1.02 Ib. 
Zinc | (0.026 in. thick 0.91 Ib. 
Aluminium (0.028 in. thick) 0.40 Ib. 


The thicknesses given are those in com- 
mon use for each material.

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it cam successfully be used. A further 
desirable characteristic, which has been 
specially marked where aluminium has 
replaced lead on church roofs, is that of 
low emissivity: by emitting heat. less 
readily, aluminium reduces heat loss to 
the atmosphere and actually cuts fuel 
costs. ' 

In principle, the method of applying 
the aluminium is similar to that already 
developed with the older materials, al- 
though practice varies somewhat from 
one country to another. Commercially 
pure aluminium (99.3 per cent.) in the 
annealed condition is generally soft 
enough to permit all the jointing and 
forming necessary, although where intri- 
cate folds require softer material, alu- 
minium of greater purity (99.7 or 99.99 
per cent.) is recommended. The extra 
stiifness of the commercially pure alu- 
minium, however, has the advantage of 
preventing buckling due to expansion in 
hot weather as the movement is taken up 
by the seams. 

It is usual to lay the metal on timber 
bearding on roof trusses, but at times of

timber shortage concrete is a useful sub- 
stitute, timber being used only for battens 
or studs to take the fixing rolls and clips. 
Compressed wood fibre and straw boards 
may also be used in place of timber; in 
neither case is timber studding necessary. 
A fall of not less than 2 in. in 10 ft. 
is necessary to provide an efficient water- 
shed, and for a pitch of less than 10 deg. 
drips are recommended, spaced at inter- 
vals of not more than 10-ft. These need 
be the only limits to the pitch of an alu- 
minium roof. 
The sheet usually supplied is 0.028 in. 
thick (22 SWG) in coils of 30 in. wide 
and, although the lengths could be up to 
500 ft. long, the coil weights are usually 
limited to 56 lb. (which corresponds to a 
length of 56 ft.) to facilitate handling. As 
with copper and zinc, an underlay is 
necessary to prevent corrosion of the 
metal by contact with either wood or con- 
crete, and also for sound-proofing. 
Inodorous felt (type 2B, 50 Ib/roll to 
BS.747) or waterproof paper (Class A. 
BS.1521: 1949) is recommended, and is 
usually held in position by clouts of alu- 
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minium or galvanized steel. The sequence 
adopted in laying the sheet is: gutters, 
cesspools, drop-aprons, main roof sheets, 
cover flashing. 

The various types of joints used are 
illustrated in the accompanying drawings. 
The cross joints are flat seams, which are 
double-welted on shallow roofs where 
extra weather-tightness is necessary, and 
staggered to avoid build-up in the stand- 
ing seams or roll joints running at right 
angles to them. Standing seams are 
cheaper than roll joints, which require 
a timber batten, but they are much more 
easily damaged on roofs that are to be 
walked on. The drawings detail alterna- 
tive conical and square roll joints and 
also show a more complicated, though 
very efficient, rol that can be made from 
extruded sections and has the advantage 
of saving site labour and avoiding the 
need for holding-down clips. These clips, 
which are -of aluminium, are necessary 
with standing seams and timber rolls, 
being spaced 15 in. apart with the former 
and 18 in. with the latter. The expansion 
clips illustrated are used to make allow- 
ance for the thermal expansion of sheet 
laid in lengths over 20 ft., lateral expan- 
sion being taken care of by leaving about 
an 4-in. gap at the bottom of the standing 
seam or roll joint. 

Drop-aprons and flashings, also of 
aluminium, are welted to the roof cover- 
ing and folded and tucked into chases or 
brick joints, the usual care being taken 
to ensure that any aluminium in contact 
with mortar or cement is protected by 
bituminous paint or a jointing compound. 


Some Recent Applications 


Within the last five years this method 
of application has been used in replacing 
the lead on four churches, and also on 
Gunby Hall, Lincolnshire, with alumi- 
nium supplied by Northern Aluminium 
Co., Ltd. While it is admitted that in 
recommending aluminium, the parochial 
church councils concerned were in- 
fluenced by its comparative cheapness, 
and the possibility that the sale of the 
scrap lead would more than pay for the 
new work, it is also true that the decision 
had the full approval of the diocesan 
architects concerned, who were convinced 
that the choice of aluminium was a sound 
one. It is, therefore, of special interest to 
investigate the economics of the installa- 
tions for which particulars have been ob- 
tained. The roofing of all four churches 
was undertaken by Builders’ Iron and 
Zincwork, Ltd., and the Gunby Hall in- 
stallation by Arthur Syddall (Grantham), 
Ltd., the work being carried out by Coup- 
land & Johnson, of Spilsby. 

The first of the churches to be re- 
covered with aluminium was the Chapel 
of St. James, Nether Werton, near Ban- 
bury, work on which was carried out in 
the spring of 1950. This church has a 
total roof area of 1,572 sq. ft., covering 
nave, chancel, two transepts and tower, 
the total area of metal required (including 
seams, etc.) being 2,100 sq. ft.; fully 
annealed aluminium of commercial 
purity (Noral 2SO) was used. 

It was found that the previous covering 
had been laid in 1665; 5 Ib. lead had been 
used, which, when stripped off, weighed 
5 tons 12 cwt. 1 qr. 14 lb. Removing the

lead also revealed dry rot and beetle 
attack, which meant that new timbers had 
to be installed at considerable extra cost. 
Additional timber was also needed to in- 
crease the number of battens on the two 
transepts and tower: previously they had 
‘been at 48-in. centres, which had to be 
reduced to 27 or 28 in. since the alumi- 
nium, being lighter than lead, needed to 
be fixed at shorter intervals and was sup- 
plied in narrower coils. Dispensing with 
battens, standing seams were used on the 
remainder of the roof. 

In laying the aluminium, double-welted 
cross joints and standing seams were used 
on the main roof over the nave and chan- 
cel, and double-welted cross joints and 
conical rolls on the transepts and tower 
on which there is liable to be some walk- 
ing; the underlay was a single layer of 
inodorous felt. Aluminium sheet was also 
used for lining the gutters, the flashings 
tucked into the stonework of the parapet 
being first coated with bituminous paint. 

Discounting the repair of the timbers, 
the aluminium roof cost only about 80 
per cent. of the sum recovered from the 
sale of the scrap lead. It is also worth 
noting that since the aluminium was laid 
the church has been very much warmer 
in winter (which was to be expected in 
view of the metal’s low emissivity) and as 
a result the heating system has consumed 
less fuel. 

The second church to be given an 
aluminium roof covering was that of the 
parish church of Aston-le-Walls, near 
Rugby, in the spring of 1951. Altogether 
1,900 sq. ft. of metal (aluminium of com- 
mercial purity—Noral 2SO) were used for 
the nave, transepts and flashing round the 
tower and parapet, the same technique 
being employed as on the Nether Worton 
roof. The condition of the timber was 
very much better than at Nether Worton 
and did not need replacing, although 
certain repairs were necessary to both 
wood and stonework and again extra 


timber was required when the distance 
between the battens was reduced from 
4 ft. to about 28 in. 


A 40 per cent. Saving 


Again omitting the expense of repair- 
ing the woodwork and stonework, the 
cost of the new aluminium roof was only 
about 60 per cent. of the amount realised 
from the sale of the lead, 

The re-roofing of the Church of St. 
Mary, Farthinghoe, near Brackley, in- 
cluded only the nave and south transept, 
occupying altogether an area of 1,268 
sq. ft. and using 800 lb. of aluminium of 
commercial purity. Here again the cost 
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of the new roof was more than covered 
by the sale of the lead from the old one. 

The fourth installation, that of Adder. 
bury Church, is much bigger than those 
previously mentioned, covering nave, 
aisles, chancel and porches to an area of 
6,960 sq. ft. It is, moreover, the first in- 
stallation of its kind using Noral 3S alloy, 
a stronger material than the commercially 
pure aluminium used hitherto, the -sheet 
being of 0.036 in. thickness. (20 SWG). 
Being harder and thicker it will better 
resist abrasion or puncture by workmen’s 
boots, so will last longer; it also lies 
flatter and therefore looks better. It is 
not so readily formed as the softer 
material, but nevertheless can be folded 
to the required shape without cracking, 

The existing gutters (which were of 
lead, like the rest of the roof covering) 


were retained and the aluminium sheet | 


was coated with bituminous paint where 
it made.contact with them. In every other 
respect tHe installation was the same as 
on the other. three churches. The work 
was completed in the summer of 1955, 
and although it,included repairs to wood- 
work and stonework, it showed a profit 
of over 15 per cent. 

The Gunby Hall installation also is 
noteworthy in that the cost of re-roofing 
in aluminium was much less than the 
value of the old lead it replaced, even at 
the comparatively low price that scrap 
lead commanded at the time (November, 
1954). Actually, the new roof cost only 
two-thirds of the price given for the lead, 
and, it was estimated, less than 60 per 
cent. of the cost of installing a copper 
roof, At today’s prices of all three metals 
the balance is even more in favour of 
aluminium. This installation’ differs 
from those previously mentioned in that 
the architect specified 0.028 in. thick (22 
SWG) aluminium of 99.7 per cent. purity 
(Noral High-Purity) as being somewhat 
easier to manipulate than the commerci- 
ally pure metal and slightly more

Replanning the South Bank 


UCL STUDENTS’ PROJECT 


FOR several years one of the Housing 

Centre meetings has been devoted 
to an exposition by students of the 
diploma course for town planning at 
University College, London, of the pro- 
ject which they have had to make for 
the purpose of the diploma examination. 
This year’s students had two projects to 
expound at the Centre on May 1—te- 
development of the Thames South Bank 
from Waterloo Bridge to Southwark 
Bridge ; and a further design for a new 
town. 


The students come under the tutelage, 
guidance and encouragement of Sir 
William Holford who presided over the 
meeting. ; 

A student, Mr. JAcKSON, described the 
proposed South Bank scheme. The area 
planned, he said, was bounded on the 
north by the river, on the east by South- 
wark Bridge Road, on the south by the 
Southern railway line and on the west by 
Waterloo Road. 


Making a Master Plan 


In making their master plan the 
students had given due consideration to 
the most recent proposals put forward by 
the LCC, but their scheme gave greater 
emphasis to the provision of residential 
accommodation. 


_ Forty-five acres, approximately one- 
third of the whole area, has been allo- 
cated for residential purposes, the popula- 
tion to be catered for being 9,000. The 
residential areas are sited in both the 
east and*west halves of the area. Pro- 
vision is also made for a major centre 
of culture and entertainment on the 
Western side. 


Particular attention has been given to 
the development of access to the com- 
mercial area in the centre of the site, 
but the only divergence from the exist- 
ing road pattern is on the east side, where 
Southwark Street has been diverted from 
Its old line. 


Another feature of the plan is the 
attention given to the river frontage so 
as to bring what the students describe as 
_ this magnificent natural feature” into 
the life of the Metropolis, having par- 


ticular regard to London’s skyline. 


Seventeen acres have been allocated on 
the east side of Blackfriars-road. and 28 
acres on the west side for residential pur- 
poses. The dwellings are to be maison- 
ettes and flats in squares, linked up by 
broad pedestrian ways running straight 
through to the river front under the road 


or between the warehouses to an open 
space on the river front. 

Flats are to be built in tower blocks, 
sited so as to take the maximum advan- 
tage of the view across the river to the 
north. The blocks will be of five to 
ten storeys in height, with a density of 
235 people to the acre on the east side 
and 200 to the acre on the west. 

Provision is also made for shopping 
centres and for four community rooms, 
nursery schools in each residential area 
and a market and a primary school on 
the eastern side. The Hopton Estate 
almshouses are to be retained in the 
eastern residential group. 

It is proposed to erect for the Patent 
Office Library a building 340-feet high in 
the entertainment and culture centre site. 
Also on the site will be built a conference 
hall which may be used as a cinema, a 
riverside restaurant, a ballroom, a 600- 
bedreom hotel, a riverside night club, an 
exhibition centre, shops, offices and 
showrooms. 

The whole area is designed predomi- 
nantly for pedestrian traffic. There is 
a pedestrian square open to the river on 
the north. Vehicular access is provided 
to link up with the old Festival of Britain 
site under the arches to Waterloo Bridge 
and at two points to Stamford-street. 

Facilities for handling goods at the 
wharves and warehouses on the river 
front, whether by river transport or by 
road, are to be improved and large areas 
allocated for the parking of lorries and 
the handling of goods. 

As for open spaces, one on the west 
linking the residential area directly with 
the river will also be a great amenity for 
the people employed in the whole area. 

The commercial portion of the area is 
in the centre. The existing substantial 
commercial buildings are to be retained, 
but multi-storey offices with parking 
facilities both on the surface and below 
ground are proposed. A new nautical 
schooi on the bank of the river is another 
idea. 


Planning a New Town 


Before the scheme for the new town 
was described, SiR WILLIAM HOLFoRD 
said the chief difficulty in such a scheme 
was in trying to plan something which 
would attract people to it. An en- 
deavour had been made to get the 
character of an old Greek city, in the 
widest sense of the term. 

Explaining the plan, Miss Coomss 
said the actual site was one which had 
been proposed in the County of London 
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Plan but had since been abandoned. The 
plan had been devised with the object of 
attracting a core of specialised industry 
and also making it a national centre for 
both higher education and research. 

The two chief provisions, as far as 
industry was concerned, were for a 
technical college for aero engineering 
and agriculture and a special area for 
research establishments, both Govern- 
mental and private. There was also a 
generous provision of offices. 

Instead of a number of neighbourhood 
centres only one centre was planned be- 
cause of the size of the town. It was 
possible to reach the perimeter from the 
centre in ten to twelve minutes’ walking. 
The area for development was about a 
third the size of Stevenage, the density 
about 60 persons per acre. 


INQUIRY BUREAU 
Repointing Brickwork 

Q.—The pointing on the front elevation 
of my house is in a poor state and I propose 
to have it redone. So far as I can see 
nothing has been done to it since the house 
was built more than 50 years ago. It is at 
present tuck pointed with a narrow strip 
of black mortar on a flush joint of grey, 
which seems to consist of a mixture of sand 
and lime. In places the tuck pointing is still 
perfect, but elsewhere it has completely 
perished. The bricks are red facings and 
a few of them have started to disintegrate 
on the surface. 

I do not like tuck pointing and do not pro- 
pose to have it repeated. Nor do I like the 
idea of repointing in cement mortar; I have 
seen several examples recently of such work 
which have not proved satisfactory, and I 
am told that cement mortar sometimes dis- 
integrates old brickwork. My idea is to have 
the joints well raked out and repointed flush 
either with a lime mortar or a weak cement- 
sand mortar with a gauging of lime. I 
should much appreciate your —_

A.—Mortars for brickwork should be 
gauged to have a similar density and texture 
as the brick used. The foregoing generally 
applies to a brick of the red sandfaced 
Southern type. Bricks of the “Stock” 
family, particularly the well-burnt yellow 
London stock, will generally take a dense 
mortar and pointing mortar of the same 
order with no apparent effect. The writer 
has seen walls of this type built in a porous 
lime mortar, where the surface pointing has 
broken down and moisture has penetrated 
to the inside face by way of the joint, and 
when repointed with a 1:2 cement and sand 
weather joint, has rendered the inside quite 
dry. 

Suggested treatment for the brick wall in 
question is to rake out the joints ¢ in. deep 
exposing all arrises. Flush point with a 
cement, lime, and sand mortar, gauged 
3:1:10 or 4:1:12. The cement can be 
ordinary Portland or white cement to give 
the desired colour. A buff or yellow pig- 
ment could also be added to give tone. Trial 
mixes would have to be made. The point 
must be made with two actions with the 
trowel, one to press in the mortar to make it 
adhere and the other to dub out the surface 
and cut off as if the brick had just been laid, 
without smearing the face of the bricks.

Cement Makers on Accidents 


[he 1955 Report of the Accident Preven- 
tion Advisory Committee of the Cement 
Makers’ Federation, Terminal House, 52, 
Grosvenor-gardens, has been published. The 
Committee has done some very valuable 
research into the type of accidents, loss of 
man-hours, types of injuries and accidents 
by departments. The report advises that 
there is a limit to the number of accidents’ 
that can be prevented by management. It 
states that ceaseless education designed to 
train each man to be his own safety officer 
yields a bigger dividend. 













OVERSEAS BUILDING 





From Our Own Correspondents 


AUSTRALIA.—A modern hotel, to cost 
£l4m., is to be erected at King’s Cross, 


Sydney, by Hotel Sydney Ltd. Tentative ~ 


plans are for an 11-storey building extend- 
ing later to 15-storeys, and designed to pro- 
vide first-class accommodation for the 
tourist trade. ... The United Carbon Co. 
of Charleston, West Virginia, is joined with 
an Australian company, Shell Chemical 
(Australia), Ltd., in a new plant to make the 
major types of equipment required by the 
Australian rubber industry. The factory 
will adjoin the Shell Co’s. refinery at Gee- 
long, Victoria, and will be the only carbon 
black plant operating in the Southern 
Hemisphere. It will cost £2m. 


A new factory for Nicholas -Ltd., at 
Homesglen, which will have an area of 
220,000 square feet will further the scope 
of the pharmaceutical industry in Australia. 
The factory will cost £1m. and sufficient 
land has been secured for doubling the 
plant. It willbe sufficiently large to employ 
400 workers. . . . Hawksley Australia Ltd., a 
newly registered company with a capital of 
£100,000 and representative of United King- 
dom interests,.is to make and assemble 
aluminium buildings in Australia. The 
company is now examining suitable manu- 
facturing sites in the various States. The 
director and general manager of the new 
company, Mr. R. V. Lloyd, stated recently 
that it seems possible to export aluminium 
prefabricated ‘buildings to the Pacific Islands 
and to other overseas areas. 


AUSTRALIA .—The first work in- pro- 
viding a new port for the Queensland city 
of Bundaberg, at a cost of £Alim., is to start 
this year, possibly within the next two 
months. The Chairman of the Bundaberg 
Harbour Board, Mr. Peake, said if it were 
kept to schedule, the port would be opened 
by the end of 1958. The new port will be 
located a mile and a half inside Burnett 
Heads. Repeated floods had silted up the 
old river port and dredging had become a 
hopeless proposition. 


INDIA .—With the ending of the Govern- 
ment’s first five-year plan in March, the 
second five-year plan has now been pub- 
lished. None of the figures or proposals 
quoted should be regarded as inviolable 
since the plan is intended by the Govern- 
ment of India’s Planning Commission to be 
worked in a flexible manner and adjust- 
ments may be made during the periad of 
the plan in the light of economic and finan- 
cial trends. Irrigation and power schemes 
are not a prominent feature of the plan. 


In this coming period several of the major 
projects begun in the first plan will be com- 
pleted. There will, however, be a move in 
the direction of building medium and small 
irrigation works at Ukai, Tawa, Narmada, 
Salandi, Banas, Barna and Vamasadhara. 
Provision is also being made for the con- 
struction of 3,581 tube wells to provide 
irrigation te an area of 916,000 acres. The 
main new power schemes to be started in 
the new period are at Ukai, Chambal, 
Sileru, Tungabhadra, Korba and Kundah 
and the Southern Grid will also be extended. 





A heavy steel foundry will be established 
at the Chittaranjan Locomotive Works 
which will provide heavy castings for the 
railways. The National Industrial Develop- 
ment Corporation will provide funds for 
heavy foundry and forge shops and heavy 
structural shops. A number of tools com- 
panies are also to be extended by the NIDC. 
; . . In addition to the fertiliser project at 
South Arcot, two more fertiliser factories 
will be set up, one at Nangal to produce 
ammonium nitrate, and the other at 
Rourkela to produce nitro limestone. 


The Visakhapatnam shipyard will be 
expanded under the new plan and the Chit- 
taranjan locomotive factory will be 
enlarged. Provision is also made for the 
establishment of a dry dock at Visakhapat- 
nam for preparatory work in connection 
with the establishment of a second shipyard. 
A project for manufacturing heavy marine 
diesel engines is also envisaged. The integral 
coach factory at Perambur will be completed 
and a metre-gauge coach factory established. 
A paper mill will also be set up. 


State Government projects in the plan 
also include ‘the expansion of the Mysore 
Iron and Steel Works, a coke oven plant 
at Durgapur, the re-organisation of the Praga 
tool factory in Hyderabad and the creation 
of additional capacity in the Uttar Pradesh 
cement factory and the Bihar  super- 
phosphate factory. In the private sector, 
new industrial developments include the 
expansion of the Tata Iron and Steel Com- 
pany and of the Indian Iron and Steel 
Company, the setting up of a new aluminium 
plant, the expansion of cement production 
to 13m. tons and the stepping up of auto- 
mobile production. 

The principal bridging work on railways 
to be carried out will be the completion of 
the Ganga bridge and work will be started 
on three new bridges across the Brahma- 
putra, the Jumna and the Gankak. Some 
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£30m. is to be spent on ports developmeni;. 
This includes work at Calcutta mainly for 
improvement and development of docks and 
berths at King George’s Dock and Kidder- 
pore Dock, development of Princes and V'c- 
toria Docks, the first stage of a new wet 
dock scheme for Madras, and the construc- 
tion of jetties at Cochin and Kandla. Eighi 
new aerodromes are to be built at a cost 
of £7m. approximately. 


NEW ZEALAND.—The growth in the 
number of schoolchildren in New Zealand 
will necessitate the building of 100 new 
schools besides additions of classrooms to 
another 166 schools. This was _ stated 
recently by the Minister of Education, the 
Hon. R. M. Algie. . . . The Government 
has selected an area in’ Northcote on Auck- 
land’s North Shore, as the site for the Royal 
New Zealand Navy’s new training colleze. 
The college will train recruits, and will ;e- 
place the present training establishment on 
Motuihe Island. . . . Replacement: of the 
Auckland police headquarters and central 
police station is included in a three-year pro- 
gramme of major police building which has 
been approved in general by the Govern- 
ment. It is also planned to replace the head- 
quarters at Whangarei, New Plymouth, Gis- 
borne, Napier, Nelson, Timaru, possibly also 
at Dunedin and Invercargill, and eventually 
at Wanganui. 


RHODESIA .—The firm of Hampton and 
Sons, Ltd., London, and their Rhodesian 
associates, Ronald Hayes and Partners 
(Pvt), Ltd., Salisbury, Southern Rhodesia, 
have negotiated the purchase for English 
clients of a 5,250-acre farm about nine miles 
from the centre of Salisbury and it is pro- 
posed that a new European township shall 
be constructed there. The plans for a high- 
density, low-cost township on about half 
of the estate have already been passed by 
the local authority. It is proposed that it 
will be called the New Cerney Township as 
a compliment to North Cerney in 
Gloucestershire, the home of one of the 
Trustees. 


The first 6,000 living units are being 
planned and it is intended that the township 
will be self-contained with its own cinema, 
churches, shopping centre and sports field 
and it will serve as a dormitory for Salis- 
bury’s industrial area. The workers will be 
able to travel direct to their iobs without 
traversing the city centre. 


It is hoped that the work will be put out 
to tender within the next 12 months and 
should begin in about a year from now. 
This is an enterprising development which 
will fulfil part of Salisbury’s urgent needs 
for more accommodation on the outskirts 
of the capital. 


SPAIN.—it has been reported that a con- 
cern styled “ Fabrica de Pasta de Celulosa 
al Sulfato de Galicia” is to be formed under 
the auspices of the Instituto Nacional de 
Industria for the production of wood pulp. 
A factory costing £5m. is to be situated at 
Lourizan, near Pontevedra. An initial annual 
production of 20,000 tons of raw pulp and 
10,000 tons of bleached pulp is envisaged 
with the possibility of doubling this output 
later... . Another company called “‘ Sociedad 
de Tableros de Fibras ” is reported to have 
placed a contract for the building of a fac- 
tory near Pontevedra to manufacture wood 
fibre’ boards.

Gold Coast: A school to train men 
engaged in the building trade has been set 
up by the Public Works Department at 
Weija, in the Gold Coast. Training is 
offered to the level of City and Guilds 
standard. 


Johannesburg: Building in Johannesburg 
has dropped by more than £2,000,000 in the 
first six months of this year, compared with 
the same peried in 1955. The municipal 
building survey branch approved plans for 
2.247 buildings costing £7,781,405 from 
January to June this year and last year 
approved 2,712 buildings at a cost of 
£10,111,135. The main decrease is in the 
number of flats built. 


Kroonstad : £348,000 is to be spent by the 
Provincial Administration on schools, hos- 
pitals and other provincial buildings in 
Kroonstad and the goldfields during the 
current financial year, as the latest instal- 
ment of a programme to cost more than 
£1,795,000, and of which about £550,000 has 
been spent. 


Johannesburg: A new skyscraper car park 
to house 500 cars, is to be built in Johan- 
nesburg on a half-acre site. It will be 15 
storeys high and will cost more than 
£500,000. 

Nigeria: On behalf of the Western Region 
Production Development Board of Nigeria, 
Mr. A. M. M. Spurr, Senior Geologist, will 
soon conduct a search for cement materials 
in Ijebu Province. 


Orange Free State: Odendaalsrus is to get 
new Government buildings to the value of 
about £500,000. These include a new 
magistrate’s court and revenue offices at a 
cost of £98,000, a new post office to cost 
more than £100,000, and new headquarters 
for the South African Police in the gold- 
fields to the value of about £300,000. Welkom 
Village Management Board will erect build- 
ings to the value of more than £700,000 dur- 
ing the present financial year. About 
£50,000 has been voted for the new market 
building which, when completed, will cost 
£150,000. Provision has also been made 
for the erection of a £400,000 town hall. 

At Virginia, which was proclaimed a 
township only in January, 1954, building 
plans totalling £2,736,140 for 751 buildings 
were passed in the year ended June 30, 1956. 


Port Elizabeth: A new £200,000 building 
is being put: up for the Standard Bank in 
Port Elizabeth. To be built of polished 
granite and reconstructed stone, it will have 
ten floors in all. Excavations on the build- 
ings have begun.

Scottish Special Housing Association, 5,511 
by New Town Development Corporations, 
and 19,815 by private enterprise. Other 
housing associations and Government de- 
partments have built 1,152 and 5,142 
dwellings respectively. 


These facts are given in the quarterly 
Housing Return of the Department of 
Health for Scotland, published.on August 3 
by HMSO (price I1s.). 


The return shows that local authorities 
completed 5,825 kouses during this period, 
and had 29,063 under construction. Houses 
completed by the Scottish Special Housing 
Association totalled 545, compared with 
1,089 in the second quarter last year, and 
the Association had 3,338 in building. 


Since 1945, 7,795 houses have been con- 
verted or adapted without any exchequer 
assistance. Since 1950, when grants became 
available, 854 houses were adapted or con- 
verted with assistance. In the same period, 
there were 7,402 grant-aided improvements, 
of which 7,143 were carried out by private 
owners, 255 by local authorities, two by 
housing associations and two by new towns. 

The table of completions by individual 
local authorities and other agencies in their 
areas shows that since January, 1945, 42,628 
houses were completed in Glasgow, 14,785 
in Edinburgh, 9,117 in Aberdeen, and 9,594 
in Dundee. 15,681 houses were built in 
Lanarkshire and 10,363 in Ayrshire.
